Revision of Bylaws Section 3. 


Original Reads: 
Section 3. Dues

employees is hereby assessed in accordance with the provisions of article VI 
of the Constitution for the purpose of providing funds for current expenses. 


Revised to Read:

$1.00 per family member, and $3.00 for members who are retired TRW employees is 
hereby assessed in accordance with the provisions of Article VI of the Constitu- 
tion for the purpose of providing funds for current expenses.

A good fast scan ATV station can be built with a few modules at 
a time depending on your pocketbook, activity, and time. The 
block diagram below is a example of a fairly complete system. 


The first items of importance are another intersted ham and a 
means to communicate, such as on the national atv coordinating 
frequency 146.43 fm simplex during all your tests and development. 
A good antenna such as the J Beam, Belden 8214 foam coax, and a 
converter are next. If another station is transmitting to you on 
atv you can talk back to him on 146.43 at the same time to talk in 
his picture, rotate antennas,etc. Antenna should be at least at 
or above tree level as they absorb 400 mhz energy greatly. 8214 
has the lowest loss of all the coaxes mainly due to the tightly 
woven braid...dont substitute. The converter receives any freq 
from 420 to 450 and outputs to channel 2 or 3,which ever is open 
in your area, into the vhf tuner of any regular tv set. 

To transmit most run the txa5 / PAS combination for 10 watts max 
earrier output. Usually you can work stations you can talk to 

on 2 meter simplex running omni antennas...15 to 100 miles dep- 
ending on skip (fog,temperature inversions, reflections,etc). 

Next connect up any video source that has a 1 v p-p output into 

75 ohms such as a camera, VCR, or computer, even rtty video from 
a Info Tech. To see ur own signal loop thru a video monitor, 

dont try to receive ur own because it will be a false indication 
due to overload. The FMA5 module can be added to give yau sound 
with your video. T/R switches must be made for UHF work or there 
can be a lot of loss or VSWR. Old FM radios are a good source or 
the Magnacraft W120X-14 relay. A 4X250 linear can be added if 
you want more power. The tube tyre amps are very linear & work well. 
Transistor types will compress the sync tips, But generally you 
can run them at half power satisfactorily. 

To power everything solid state a good regulated 12 to 14 vDC- 
supply at 3 amps is necessary. Car batteries are good if there is 
good ventilation. The HV 62 camera can be made to go 12 v so 
portable and mobile atv can be done. There are more things that 
can be added like video ID and.clock superimposed on the camera 
video, color cameras, special effects, home movies, just let 

your imagination got 

With video and UHF systems take the time to check all connections 
especially the coax and connectors. Video goes up to 8 mHz so 


treat it like RF.
